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WAYNE BOY KILLS GIRL TRIES SUICIDE 
National Chamber Mild In Roosevelt Program Criticism 
BELIEVE PAIR 
SOUGHT DEATH 
TO AVOID JAIL 


Find Nancyann, Alford, 19, Dead and 


Ronald Young, 20, With Wrists Slashed in 
Office of Youth's Father—Boy May Recover 
—Officers Say Robbery Charges Planned. 


WAYNE, Neb., May 4— (AP)—Ronald Young, 20-year- 


old Wayne college student, this afternoon told officers he 
and Nancyann Alford, 19, arranged a suicide pact which re- 
sulted in her death earlv today in his father's denial office. 


They took this step, he said, be- 


cause authorities planned to file 
robbery charges against them to- 
day. After breaking into Dr. L. B 
Young's office about 11.30 o'clock 
last night, the >cuth said, they 
first attempted to end their lives 
with natural gas but when this 
failed he slashed her arm with a 
knife He told County Attorney 3. 
D. Addison that the young woman 
was in great pain from the wound 
so he poured chloroform on her 
handkerchief and put it over 1-er 
nose. 


He then slashed his own wnsts 
and sat down on the floor near the 
dentist's chair whefe the young wo- 
man was lying. He said Miss Alford 
apparently died before he lost con- 
sciousness 


Hope For Recovery. 


Physicians this afternoon held 
hope for Ronald's recovery but said 
he was weak from loss of blood. He 
is in a hospital here. Addison said 
a first degree murder charge will be 
filed against the dentist's son if he 
recovers 
Miss Alford's father. C. R Al- 
ford, is in charge of a 0. S. govern- 
ment Indian sub-as^cy at Macy, 
Neb. She had been living at the 
home of her grandmother, Mrs. 
Nancy Kennedy, here while attend- 
ing Wayne State Teachers college 
The "youth told of the tragedy 
when he regained consciousness this 
afternoon. Addison and other of- 
ficers questioned him before open- 
ing an inquest into the young wo- 
man's death. 
Wrote Death letters. 
Ronald told them Miss Alford had 
written three letters before they 
went to his father's office. Two of 
these letters, she mailed, and the 
third was left at her grandmother's 
home. Officers obtained the letters 
but declined to reveal their con- 
tents until after the inquest. 
Dr. Young told officers his son 
was "head strong and hard to con- 
trol, but he must nave lost 
his 


mind." 
The voath said that after attend- 
ing a dance he and his girl com- 
panion went to the dental office 
and entered after breaking a win- 
dow. First tfaev turned on the nat- 
ural gas. Thev "waited about an hour 
acd it apparently did not take ef- 
fect, he added. Then they decided 
on the other method.

Among the nation's heroes whose 
likenesses adorn the capital's parks 
William Jennings Bryan took his 
place Thursday. 
Arm upraised in 
oratorical gesture well remembered 
by those who saw him, a bronze 
figure 
of 
the "Great Commoner" 


was unveiled b e i o re 
President 


Roosevelt and a host of high gov- 
ernmental officials. 
On behalf of the nation the presi- 


dent accepted the memorial with 
the tribute that "He chose his path 
not to win acclaim, but rather be- 
cause that path appeared clear to 
him from his inmost belief." 


Tho president's acceptance fol- 
lowed the presentation address of 
Josephus Daniels, ambassador to 
Mexico and president of the Bry- 
an Memorial association. 


Men hated or loved him, com- 
demned or praised him, honored or 
despised him, but no one could be 
indifferent to Bryan, said Daniels. 
His long public career spanned a 
third of a century, he added, and 
history must write down Bryan as 
"the leading actor, sometimes the 
star' of that period. 


Thrilled Millions. 


"Though" his voice thrilled mil- 
lions, this figure in 
imperishable 
bronze would not have been placed 
in the national capital if his elo- 
quence had not been employed in 
high dedication to the welfare of 
his fellow man," said Daniels . 
He praiseri Bryan's great sinceri- 


ty in his public life and pointed to 
the resignation 
of 
the 
"Great 
Commoner" from the Wilson cabi- 
net because he opposed America's 
entry into the World war. 
"He was torn between conflict- 
ing desire and duty," Daniels said. 
"He loved the high station he held. 
Its associations and 
opportunities 


made it impossible for him to lay 
it down^ without a wrench. When 
the conviction was borne in upon 
him that he 'could do more to pre- 
vent war on the outside than on 
the inside,' he .felt impelled to the 
greatest renunciation of his life. 
" 'I must act in accordance with 


my conscience,' he said to his cabi- 
net colleagues as they sat at lunch 
as his guests." 


Rain paring Exercises. 
Leaden skies and a steady driz- 
zling rain marred the dedication 
ceremony. With President Roose- 
velt in the- covered grand stand 
built for the guests sat members of 
the cabinet and other governmental 
leaders. Governor Charles Bryan 
of Nebraska, brother of the "Com- 
moner," former Governor Arthur J. 
Weaver of Nebraska and members 
of the Nebraska congressional dele- 
gation. 


Besides the president and Dan- 
iels, former Senator Blair Lee of 
Maryland, an old friend of Bryan, 
and Gutzon Borglum, sculptor of 
the statue, delivered brief eulogies. 
The Rev. Joseph R. Sizoo, Wash- 
ington Presbyterian pastor, gave the 
invocation and benediction. 
The 
statue was unveiled by a grandson 
of Bryan, David Hargreaves, while 
the United 
States

band 
played the national anthem.

WASHINGTON, May 4—«•}—The 
airmail, untouched by private hands 
for nearly three months, will go out 
in the ships of nine commercial 
companies

totaling 


16,797 miles within 30 days. 
The rune companies held today 
the first contracts awarded by the 
postoffice department in its move to 
return flying of the air mail to 
private operators Fifteen tempor- 
ary contracts, each for 90 
days, 
were awarded. 
Five of the lines formerly held 
airmail contracts, four ar e new- 
comers. 
Simultaneously 
postal 
officials 
sent out a call late yesterday for 
bids on 10 new routes to be opened 
May 25, along with new offers on 
two routes for which proposals were 
rejected 
Analysis of the 
new 
contract 
making showed that five companies 
out of the dozen or so whicli once 
earned the mail were given 11 of 
the awards. One route apiece was 
handed to the newcomers. 
Postmaster General Farley 
and 


officials of other departments have 
been studying for more than a week 
to determine how fully the old con- 
tract holders met the strict reor- 
ganization orders that 
followed 
cancellation of all previous con- 
tracts February 9 on charges of col- 
lusion. 
The reorganizations, Farley said, 


were not complete in detail. 
He

faith" and had been approved upon 
the advice of the attorney general 
after assurances the changes would 
be completed shortly.

POETIC JUSTICE IN ARABIA. 
npHE BRITISH, press dispatches 
state, are much 


*• concerned over the success of Idn 
Baud, the 


most powerful Arabian leader of the present era, in 
extending his Influence along the Red sea. H^s sub- 
jugation of the ancient kingdom of Yemen is the 
forerunner, possibly, of a move 
toward a 
greater 


Arabia. 


If one Englishman is to be believed, that is pre- 


cisely what British promised the desert tribes if they 
would unite against the Turks to drive them out of 
Asia. The Arabs carried out their part of the bar- 
gain. The British have been indicted for bad faith 
by that romantic World war figure. Captain Law- 
rence, who represented his country in Arabia during 
the war and to whom goes the credit for uniting 
the warlike tribes in a common cause. It has been 
Lawrence's claim that the desert warriors never 
could have been brought together, except for the 
pledge that at the conclusion of the fighting, a unit- 
ed and independent Arabia would arise. 


The heart of the revolt in the desert was the king- 


dom of Hejaz. 


Its late ruler, a victim of a broken heart, fell In 


with Lawrence's plan to reclaim Arabia for the Ara- 
bians. He lived more than ten years after the close 
of the war, and his failure to realize the ambitions 
of a greater Arabia were responsible for his death. 
Under the leadership of Idn Saud, Saudi, Arabia, re- 
placed the combined kingdoms of Hejaz and Nejd. 
Together they embrace most of the habitable region 
along the Red sea. They possess, with Yemen, more 
than a third of the 9 million desert nomads who in- 
habit more than 1,200,000 square miles of the arid 
wastes of Arabia. 


Whatever the British and other allied participat- 


ing nations at the peace table may say in defense 
of their attitude toward the Asiatic ' lands freed 
from Turkish dominance, the mandates Imposed were 
a direct violation of the doctrine of the right of self- 
determination, the arch stone of Woodrow Wilson's 
plan for settlement, in the last analysis,^ it was es- 
sentially a British problem, however. The British 
government had dealt directly with the Arabs. It 
was in a position to know best what promises had 
been made and what was necessary for their fulfill- 
ment. The fact Captain Lawrence refused decora- 
tions offered him, resigned his commission, and hid 
himself away to a remote part of Asia 
furnishes 


strong evidence that the pledge of a greater Arabia 
was given. But there was one of the disappoint- 
ments of the peace table. The British and the 
French took a Joint mandate over Mesopotamia, and 
promptly proceeded to come to grips over the val- 
uable oil concessions within the territory. British in- 
fluence was extended further by mandates over Aden, 
the extreme southern tip, and Trans-Jordania, the 
uppermost northern province. Both Prance and Italy 
cut themselves a piece of cake, and the Arabs, with 
dreams of Independence, fanned by success to the 
war, found themselves no better off than before. 


Now sixteen years later, the British, the French, 


and the Italians all are reported to be perturbed over 
the prospect of a "Greater Arabia." The defense for 
the failure to keep a solemn promise is that Arabs 
constantly are at war among themseves and are in- 
competent for self-government. 
That was known 


when Arabia's help against the Turks was solicited, 
and it Is a late date to present a lame excuse for 
failure to carry out a specific pledge. 


Arabia's history since the close of the World war 


Is a sharp indictment of European statesmanship. If 
the Arabian tribes insist upon killing one another, 
if they persist in living in semi-civilized fashon. the 
great gap between them and those assumng man- 
dates over them offers little hope that a continu- 
ance of interference to their affairs will bring about 
any perceptible change to them. 
The gap has its 


origin to religion. It affects thought, habits, living. 
Nothing short of a miracle could induce the Arabian 
tribes to change from the footsteps of their fore- 
fathers, who had a nourishing civilization when what 
is now western civilization was yet to appear. Mean- 
while, the dreams of a greater Arabia will continue, 
and if Idn Saud is the man be appears to be. a 
trained soldier, experienced to the modern art of war- 
fare, utilizing modern weapons, he may prove the 
mainspring to solidify all of Arabia into a compact 
nation. 


THE GOOD ROADS ASSOCIATION". 


G 


OOD ROADS association does well to place itselt 


In the hands of the man who originally built it 


up into an Influential organization. It has had the 
sime troubles of all organizations to the depression 
period. Art Bowling of Merriman has been a pio- 
neer road booster. He understands Nebraska and Its 
people: he has common sense ideas of what a reas- 
onable highway program should include: mnd he pos- 
sesses 1he energy needed to muster support for such 
a program. 


The troubles of the pood roads association came 


about In some decree from its unwise espousal ol 
state bond s c h e m e s and o v e r - a m b i t i o u s 
plans involving new and increased taxation at a time 
when the people were already staggering und?r their 
burdens mnd in no mood to take on a still bigger 
load. 


In taking up the job of reorganizing the associa- 


tion and making it once more a potent factor in Ne- 
braska's economic development, Mr. Bowring has 
started at the right place and in the right way. Liv- 
ing as he does up to the grass aad cattle country, he 
realizes fhst a movement of this kind must lay its 
groundwork In local communities all over the state 
It can succeed only as it appeals to the good sense 
of the rank and file of Nebraska's citizenship and 
Wins their support. 


Mr. Bowring has taken off his coat and is person- 


ally visiting one county after another, talking with 
irpresrntstjve mra in each, and enlisting their »Jd 
to forming county organiznaons. Each of fees* will 


speak for the people of its county In formulating 
whatever plans for continuance of good roads de- 
velopment may be decided upon. 


There Is no doubt whatever that 
U>e prevailing 


sentiment In Nebraska favors more and better high- 
ways. Virtually everybody nowadays is an automobile 
user and needs good transportation facilities In car* 
rying on his business or employment. 


But it must not be forgotten, at the same time, 


that almost everyone, and particularly each user of a 
motor vehicle, is also a taxpayer. A comprehensive 
and well balanced roadbuildlng setup must take into 
account the interests of all citizens both as payers 
and as users. 


OFF TO THE RIGHT. 


W 


HAT may be expected from the republican party 
in Nebraska in the approaching campaign was 


indicated clearly by the gathering in Lincoln Thurs- 
day incident to the meeting of the state committee 
to select a new chairman and a new secretary. 


It was a great field day for those who look to the 


right. During most of the time, the ghost of Dr. 
Witt hovered over the assembly, and while that esti- 
mable Hoosier schoolmaster could not be present to 
person, he was represented ably by several distin- 
guished republicans. The constitution received great- 
er homage than it has been accorded for many 
years. There'll be a real fight to save that docu- 
ment for posterity. 


Around the edges, the thin sprinkling of liberal re- 


republicans was seen, but not heard. In its plans for 
next November, Nebraska republicanism will follow 
the leadership of Dr. Wirt, instead of Senator Nor- 
ris. A slashing attack upon the New Deal in its spe- 
cific objectives was incidental to a reaffinnation ol 
the good old faith of conservatism. The brethren 
had no kind words for what has been done, and 
what is being done, speedily, we are getting worse, 
and if the drift continues, some day we may find 
ourselves to the same position that we were when 
Mr. Roosevelt succeeded Mr. Hoover as president. Of 
course, the thought was not expressed precisely in 
that language. In fact, there was no reference to 
the conditions prevailing when a democratic admin- 
istration came into power. There was no reference 
either to Citizen Hoover or Ex-President Hoover. It 
was clear that there was neither time nor stomach 
for anything except to warn the people of Nebraska 
of impending doom. It is rather disconcerting to 
speculate what might have happened had the boys 
seeking to return to power succeeded in remaining in 
power to 1932. 


SECRETARY WOODIN. 


W 


ILLIAM H. WOODIN, originally chosen for a 
cabinet post in the Roosevelt administration, 


came into national political prominence as a repub- 
lican at sword's points with the leaders of his own 
party. The break took place to 1928, with the nomi- 
nation of Herbert Hoover. 


Few men in public life have presented a more 


striking contradiction than Mr. Woodin. He was 
identified with what is called Big Business. He was 
a man of large wealth, with varied interests to a 
great many industries. 
And yet he was a staunch 


liberal in political views. The exact points of dif- 
ference between Mr. Woodin and his party, as exem- 
plified in republican national policies, never have 
been revealed fully. But it is to his "credit that he 
foresaw the danger which the so-called rule by "best 
minds" involved, and he cast his lot against it. 


When his physical condition necessitated his re- 


tirement from the treasury 
post, speculation de- 


veloped immediately as to whether it did not repre- 
sent a schism between him and the president on 
monetary matters. A considerable period passed be- 
fore the public realized the gravity of his illness, 
and the report of a difference" of opinion between 
him and Mr. Roosevelt was quieted. 


As a man, Mr. Woodin was exceedingly popular 


among his associates. He bore the full brunt of the 
crisis created by the national banking holiday and in 
his weakened condition worked long hours to bring 
a new order out of the confusion. The type of man 
that he was best may be judged by his wide inter- 
ests. He was an accomplished musician; a composer 
of some distinction; a patron of art; and a generous 
philanthropist. He was all of these while carving an 
impressive business career. The news of his death 
will sadden a country which had come to know and 
to like nun.

Of course Wells strained his luck by writ- 
ing an "Outline of History" which the moss-backed 
experts contend is also fiction. 


With the unashamed audacity of a novelist, Wells 


firmly predicts world-wide war and slaughter in 
1940, and tries to Judge Franklin Roosevelt's niche to 
history. 


If it will satisfy Dr. Wirt, Wells is also inclined to 


suspect that F. B. is something of a Kerensky. Wells 
concedes that success of the "new deal" would carve 
a very huge niche for Roosevelt, but intimates typi- 
cal British disbelief to the wisdom of certain "ex- 
periments." If the new ideas fail. Mr. Wells would 
not be surprised to see a very black and .capitalized 
"R" put to front of "evolution." 


First hand observation of the new deal is one of 


Wells' avowed intentions for the current visit. We 
hope he gets a couple of eye-fulls. 


THE CORN SITUATION. 
r 


iS stated that the federal government holds 
notes on approximately 230.000.000 bushels of com, 


on which it has loaned farmers 45 cents per bushel. 
These notes begin falling due about August 1. and it 
is taken for granted that if the price of corn has 
not advanced the makers will be unable to pay them. 
In fact it is not expected that they win do so. and 
the government will be required to take the corn. It 
is sot probable that foreclosure proceedings wiii be 
required, but that the borrowers win make bills of 
sale. 


What then will te done with the corn? Of course 


the government Mil sell to those who care to buy, 
but it cannot depress the market by selling lor less 
than the amour t loaned. But- will sot the fact that 
this vast amouvit of grain is on hand have Uw ef- 
fect of keeping down the price, even If It is not sold? 
This was what happened when the government 
bought up and held wheat. 


It dees not seem probable, however, that there will 


be any appreciable recession to the price of corn. As 
a matter of fact there is reason to believe ttiat there 
will be an advance. Acreage has been greatly re- 
duced under the corn-hog program, and weather con- 


i dition hare been such as to lead to the belief that 
{that which is planted win not produce an 
average 


i crop. 


These things being true it is to be expected that 


the supply, even with that held by the government, 
wni not be in excess of the demand, and that the 
price should approximate the half dollar until after 
the 1935 crop is harvested, if not continuous]?. The 
government has invested many millions of dollars in 
this experiment, and n cannot afford to permit it to 
result la failure. It will, if necessary la order to hoH 
up the price hold onto the grain for an indefinite 
period, which pcttom' would seem certain to have U* 
dctired effect on the market.

Why don't the clergy follow the 


example of the first disciples and 
preach without pay? 


ANSWER. 


St. Paul was as independent as 
any man before or since his time, 
and he declared that those who 
preach the gospel should live by the 
gospel. Thousands of clergymen in 
all the churches and synagogues 
are absolutely dependent on the 
good will of their congregations. 
And though there are no fixed reg- 
ulations about their stipends, these 
are such that they neither com- 
mercialize nor pauperize their re- 
cipients. On the other hand, thou- 
sands more live and die on the 
borderland 
of poverty and 
are 
among the happiest and most use- 
ful servants of the public good. 


Not half a dozen clerics known 
to me have grown rich in their vo- 
cation. If a clergyman possess ^fi- 
nancial competency it has usually 
come to h<m through patrimony or 
matrimony. And as a rule they 
would have done better work with- 
out the inheritance. 
Some of our Lord's apostles had 
enough of this world's goods to pro- 
vide for their actual needs and sev- 
eral of His friends were comfort- 
ably situated in that respect. He 


did not ordain poverty as binding 
on the ministry. What he did was 
to warn all His disciples against 
the deceitfulness of riches. 
The wisdonl of His teaching on 
this subject is evident when we re- 
member the difference between the 
social conditions of His day and 
those of our own. A ministerial 
salary which would have been af- 
fluence itself in 40 A. D. would not 
pay the rental of a pastor's modest 
apartment in 1934. So long as the 
average minister's pay is exceeded 
by that of the family chauffeur, the 
barber on the block and the police- 
man directing traffic, why worry? 
Surely you do not 
desire every 


member of the cloth to beg from 
door to door when he should be en- 
gaged in caring for sin-sick souls 
and for infirm or helpless individ- 
uals. The perils of the pastorate are 
manifold, but plutocracy is not one 
of them. 
Clergymen who receive the larger 


stipends you deplore usually have 
to meet proportionately larger ex- 
penses and chanties. Nor do their 
congregations give a second thought 
to any difficulties arising from the 
salary issue. Beecher was probably 
the highest 
paid 
Congregational 


clergyman of his era. But no one 
accused him of an undue love of 
money nor of receiving it to the 
detriment of his influence. Make a 
tabulation of the 
rural parishes 
manned by Jewish, Catholic and 
Protestant clergy. I think you will 
wonder how many of them, especial- 
ly those who are married, manage 
to live at all. Then compare your 
list with the annual salaries and 
bonuses received by corporate exec- 
utives 
and 
bankers 
from 1929 
through 1933 (supposedly very lean 
years), as published by 'The New 
York Times" in the first week in 
March, 1934, and you will or should 
see a great light.

entirely different basis. Coffee for 
these people I believe to be not only 
harmless, but absolutely beneficial!. 
Coffee increases circulation through 
the heart muscle, and for tnat rea- 
son is a good thing. In fact, several 
of the drugs, such as thcobromlne 
and metaphyllin. whicn are used in 
this condition, are all practiced pur- 
poses chemically similar to coffee 
and similar in their action. 
Whiskey and brandy also are ac- 
tual medicines, beneficial in this 
disease. Among the first accounts 
that we have of It. the treatment 
which is recommended is brandy, 
and I know at least one patient who 
has had angina attacks, to my posi- 
tive knowledge, for over 12 years, 
whose life. I believe, has been pre- 
served lor tnat time by a falrlv reg- 
ular and liberal use of highballs. It

NEBRASKA THIRD 


ON CORN LOANS 


$23,000,000 Distributed 


In State Under U. S. 


Farm Aid Plan. 


Nebraska ranks third among the 
states in amount of money received 
through federal corn loans of 45 
cents a bushel, A E. Anderson, state 
and federal agricultural statistician, 
announced Friday. Nebraska farm- 
ers received $23,000,000 of the $121,- 
300,000 loaned to American farmers 
on corn stored in farm warehouses, 
he said. 
Approximately 270,000,000 bushels 


of corn were sealed during the corn 
loan program, according to Ander- 
son. Iowa led with loans totalling 
$57,000,000, Illinois was second with 
$30,000,000. Others ranked Minne- 
sota fourth $5,500,000; South Da- 
kota fifth, '$1,500,00; Missouri, In- 
diana Kansas, $1,000,000 each: Ohio, 
$250,000 and Colorado, $67,500. 
Anderson said local corn-hog com- 
mittees have been asked to report 
the names of any farmers obtaining 
corn loans who failed to participate 
in the corn-hog reduction program. 
Such participation was requisite to 
make a farmer eligible for loans and 
was part of the government's loan 
contract. 
He pointed out that borrowers 
have the option of retiring the loan 
plus accrued interest at 4 per cent 
August 1 or before, or turning the 
corn over to the Commodity Credit 
Corp., provided the borrower has 
complied in full with terms of the 
contract, and has not misrepre- 
sented facts to the government.

Methods Unless Laws 


Changed. 


WASHINGTON. Mav 4— W) — 
Secretary Wallace today told the 
chamber of commerce of the Unit- 
ed States that sooner or later the 
nation may have to engage in more 
distasteful control of agriculture if 
certain other laws, such as the 
tariff, are not changed. 
"Business men should not shape 
their conduct to bring about an 
undue curtailment of 
industrial 


production. A much greater de- 
mand for Industrial goods exists 
than has been taken advantage of," 
Wallace said. 


"It seems to me that with the 
adventurous spirit of business men 
we should shape rules on the side 
of putting out more goods that 
people want and need. 
"I would offer the suggestion 
that the leaders of men in industry 
must co-operate with agriculture 
and labor to see what can be done 
with safety along these lines." 


He added that the growth of the 
country rests not on greater do- 
mestic consumption of food but on 
use of more of the entire list of 
industrial products. 


"Certainly the outlook for a tre- 


mendous volume of industrial goods 
in this country, given places in 
line with consumer incomes, is ex- 
ceedingly encouraging. The needs 
of farmers, I know, are such as to 
keep thousands of industrial plants 
on a 24-hour shift for many 
months."

SPRING DROUTH 
RAISES PROBLEM 
OVER THE STATE 


First Lady Gets May Basket 


Prevents Small Grains 


From Germinating In 


Some Places. 


Because the spring droutn has 


prevented small grains germinating 
and coming up in some localities 
Nebraska farmers are showing in- 
terest in grain and forage sorghums 
as possible crops to plant should 
abandonment be necessary, P. H. 
Stewart, extension agronomist at 
the University of Nebraska college 
of agriculture, said Friday. 
Farmers who are participating in 


the corn-hog program can plant the 
abandoned land to grain sorghums, 
Stewart said. 
Such varieties as 


pink kafir, dawn kafir, and western 
blacknull may be used along the 
southern border of the state where 
these varieties win mature. Some 
farmers will try out kalo and early 
kalo varieties this year. In western 
Nebraska, farmers having combines 
may try wheatland kalo. 


Atlas Sorgo. 
"A great deal of interest also is 


being manifested in Atlas sorgo by 
Nebraska farmers," Stewart de- 
clared. "Considerable seed is avail- 
able at 2 to 3 cents per pound. In 
eastern Nebraska where this crop Is 
listed in, about 12 to 18 pounds 
should be planted to the acre. The 
atlas should" be planted at about 
regular corn planting time and 
tended as one would corn." 
The agronomist said the warm 


dry weather in April was extremely 
hard on spring seeded legume and 
pasture crops. Farmers who have 
not yet planted clover or pasture 
crops probably are in the best posi- 
tion, he said. 
Unless rain comes 


soon, the fields intended for these 
crops should be summer fallowed 
and seeded during late July or early 
August whenever moisture condi- 
tions are- more favorable. 
Alfalfa 


and sweet clover and pasture mix- 
tures seeded in this way should 
prove satisfactoy, Stewart said.

Old Cockerels Face Axe As "Swat 


The Rooster" Campaign Is Planned 


J. R. Redditt, extension poultry- 


man at the University of Nebraska 
college of agriculture, Friday an- 
nounced plans for the second an- 
nual "swat the rooster" campaign 
which is scheduled to get under- 
way in Nebraska about Saturday, 
May 19. Thousands of old cock- 
erels will probably find their way 
to market that day from farms 
throughout the state. 


The 1933 campaign to get rid of 


the old birds in the farm flocks 
was so successful that many cream- 
eries, merchants and produce houses 
are expected to get behind the 
program this year. Many "rooster 
days" are planned 
outstate with 


merchants offering prizes to poul- 
try producers 
who produce 
the 


rooster with the longest tail feath- 


ers, the largest bird and the best 
crower. 
Pointing out the necessity for 


such an eradication program, Red- 
ditt says the annual loss from "bad 
eggs" in Nebraska 
amounts 
to 
thousands of dollars. 
"Nebraska 


produces a great surplus of eggs 
and it is our duty to do what we 
can to keep the world eating eggs. 
Fertile eggs spoil rapidly and a 
bad egg spoils the 
appetite for 


good ggs," he says. 


Not only will the loss of the 


cockerels help keep up egg con- 
sumption but it will help growers 
produce infertile eggs, save feed 
for the flock of roosters wifl eat 
about 1% bushels of corn between 
now and the time needed again, 
reduce death losss and improve 
the poultry health. 


Find Methods Of Improving 


Quality For Baling By 


Watering Process. 


LEXINGTON, 
Neb.— A 
new 


method of improving the quality of 
their alfalfa, produced here on a 
commercial scale, has been found, 
by growers in this section of Ne- 
braska. It is one of watering the 
stack before baling. 
All the equipment needed in this 


process is a water tank on a truck 
with, a small pump. A hose from the 
tank connects with a half-inch pipe 
which has a steel point on it and 
a number of quarter inch holes 
bored into it. From these holes the 
water escapes into the stack. The 
pump forces the water through the 
Jiping. The amount of water needed 
"or the stack depends upon its size, 
the cutting of hay and weather con- 
ditions. 
The average stack of first, second 
and third cuttings probably receives 
about four barrels of water. 
The 
fourth cutting usually gets about 
half this much. After the water is 
placed into the stack, it is left to 
stand for about five days before 
aeing baled. This allows the water 
So diffuse throughout 
the 
stack, 
causing the leaves to cling to the 
stems. 
Before this new method, which 
has some draw-backs due to the 
fact that the water may freeze in 
the stack, was made practical here, 
producers found it extremely hard 
to bale the hay in hot weather. Ex- 
periments have been tried such as 
driving a large pipe into the stack 
and pouring water into it or using a 
sprinkler.

First Homestead 
Project Receives 
Federal Approval 


ST. PAUL, May 4—(AP)—An ag- 


ricultural 
homestead 
subsistence 


co-operative project at the village 
of Goodland, in northern Minne- 
sota, the first of its kind in the 
United States, has been approved by 
Washington officials and will be 
started immediately, it was an- 
nounced by J. H. Hay, deputy state 
commissioner of agriculture. 
Mr. Hay is the creator of the 


plan which was begun by him a 
year ago when he was instrumental 
in forming the Northern Welfare 
association, a co-operative organiza- 
tion composed of 20 Minneapolis 
families, the heads of which are 
just, past middle age. 
Mr. Hay said that each of the 


families will be given "a'home and 
a small tract of land through a 
federal FERA loan and that the 
group will own and operate a large 
tract of land co-operatively. 
Next week a survey will be made 


by a representative of the federal 
government of the site, following 
which a homestead subsistence ex- 
pert will work out the final plan, 
Mr. Hay said. 
The project will be used as a 


model for the government to ex- 
periment with. Other projects of 
this kind are expected to be estab- 
lished in other states.

MANY SPRAYING 


FRUIT PLANTS 


Nebraska 
Orch a r d i sts 


Show Keen Interest 


This Spring. 


Although the weather thus far 


this spring has been unfavorable for 
cool weather diseases among fruit 
trees. Nebraska 
orchardists 
have 


been taking a keener interest in the 
spraying of fruit plants than they 
have for several years. At least that 
is the opinion of E. H. Hoppert, ex- 
tension horticulturist at the Ne- 
braska college of agriculture who 
works with the fruit producers most 
of the time. 


Just as soon as the petals have 


dropped from the various fruit trees, 
they should be sprayed with a mix- 
ture of lead arsenate and lime sul- 
fur—1',2 pounds of lead 
arsenate 


and 1 gallon of lime sulfur for 50 
gallons of water. Three pounds of 
dry lime-sulful may be used instead 
of the liquid. This mixture. Hoppert 
says, can be used on cherries, plums, 
pears, apples, strawberries, currants, 
g o o s e b erries 
and 
raspberries. 


Peaches and grapes should not be 
sprayed with this mixture. 
"If it i$ desired to spray peaches 


for curculio the lead arsenate should 
be used by itself at the rate of 1 
pound to 50 gallons," the horticul- 
turist says. "A pound of hydrated 
lime should be mixed in also to 
prevent burniing the foliage. This 
same mixture can be used on grapes 
if it is desirable to spray them at 
this time." 


Hoppert gives also a 
word of 


warning regarding the petal 
fall 
spray. The time of application is 
alter the petals have fallen. In this 
fashion no bees suffer injuries. The 
timing of the first cover spray de- 
pends upon the rate of development 
of the codling moth, orchardists 
say. To check the emergence of the 
moth, a drip is usually placed in the 
tree tops. 
Iowa Student Makes 


Peanuts of Soy Beans 


AMES, la., May 4—(AP)—Frank 
H.'Ells worth, senior chemical engi- 
neering student at Iowa State col- 
lege, is perfecting a process for 
making synthetic peanuts from soy 
beans. The process, he says, is sim- 
ple. Soy beans are boiled in salt 
water. This makes them swell to 
three or four times their natural 
size. The beans are then fried in 
hot oil until they become crisp and 
crunch. They taste somewhat like 
peanuts but have a distinctive tang, 
he says.

A.—The child's temper is doubt- 
less due to some series of incidents 
that happened when she was very 
small, either supervision that was 
too close and therefore irritating, 
or perhaps unwise attempts which 
you unconsciously made to force 
your will upon her. Adults so often 
make the mistake of intruding ruth- 
lessly in a child's own private world 
of imagination and play. Such in- 
trusion, habitually repeated, often 
causes a child to resort to temper 
tantrums as 
defense. 
Sometimes 


temper spells are used merely as a 
device of attracting attention. But, 
in the case of your little girl, the 
immediate causes of her displays 
are frustration and evidently are 
not mere exhibitions for attention. 


It will pay you to study patiently 
ways of avoiding arousing her tem- 
per. That doesn't mean to let the 
child always have her own way. 
But it does mean to avoid impos- 
ing your will upon her in direct 
conflict. When there is a point at 
issue, in which your judgment is 
opposed to her desires, 
try 
the 


method of showing her exactly why 
you oppose her desires, the possible 
consequences to her if she follows 
her instinct% and that you are 
being helpful instead- of merely 
blocking her path blindly. When it 
is possible to do so, let her suffer 
the consequences of her unwise de- 
sires, knowing tha.t she is acting 
against your advice. Such an ex- 
perience will give her 
greater re- 
spect for your advice next time. 
Then talk to her of the desir-

KEY TO LIBERTY 


SAYS ROBERTS 


LAWRENCE. Kas., May 4—</F»— 


A free press unshackled by dictator- 
ships, wag held up as the soundest 
bulwark against governmental In- 
vasion of individual liberty, by Roy 
A. Roberts, managing editor of the 
Kansas City Star, in an address to 
a general convocation of students 
at the University of Kansas here 
today 
Roberts delivered the annual ad- 
dress hi memory of Don Mellett, 
Canton, O., editor who was slain 
by 
alleged underworld gunmen. 
July 16, 1926, while conducting a 
campaign against social and civic 
corruption in Canton in his news- 
paper. 
Roberts asserted the "very basis 


of freedom of the press is freedom 
of the news. Unless a free press 
carries through the corresponding 
obligation of free news, freedom of 
the press certainly will become one 
of the vanished liberties of man." 
To the end that freedom of the 
press and of speech be protected 
in the United States Roberts said 
he believes congress should explic- 
itly exclude newspapers from any 
proposed licensing provisions under 
the national recovery act. 
"It is not the fight of newspapers 


for newspapers It is the fight of 
democracy for a democratic system 
—the fight of the individual for 
individual liberty."

Naturally if a player 
picks up a hand containing no 
distributional values— that is. no 
suit of more than four cards in 
length and a trick-taking power 
limited to the honor cards or honor 
combinations it may contain — he 
knows that he cannot go far from 
the standpoint of attack and also 
knows that the prospect of the Aces 
and Kings he holds being good for 
tricks against an adverse bid is n- 
creased by the shortness of bis 
suits, provided some other 
band 
around the table is not a dis- 
tributional monstrosity. 
However, to lay too much stress 


upon whether the hand is "aggres- 
sive" or "defensive" is a mistake in 
the first round of bidding.

Says Some Pasteurizing 


Plants Refuse To 


Follow Plan. 


Claims Result Injustice 


To Producers and 


Other Dairies. 


A. N. Heggen, milk code market 


administrator for the Omaha, Lin- 
coln and Sioux City areas, indi- 
cates dissatisfaction, in a state- 
ment issued Friday, because all 
pasteurizing dairies have not joined 
with raw milk dairies in pooling 
their product through the 
office 


set up by the code. 


Mr. Heggen declares producers in 


the Lincoln area will receive 3 to 
4 cents more per pound butterfat 
Under the recently adopted code 
than they received before, but that 
the Increase in price cannot be 100 
per cent effective until all pasteur- 
izing dairies accede to the code 
authority. 


"At present there are a number 


of pasteurizing dairies holding out 
and not allowing their milk to be 
pooled in this market," the milk 
m a r k e t administrator declares. 
"With this condition existing those 
dairies co-operating with the gov- 
ernment 
are 
working under 
a 


handicap, as well as the farmers, 
who fail to receive as much money 
as the market will warrant, and 
who do not get a fair share of 
their milk in the bottle, the milk 
in the bottle being paid for on the 
highest basis and causing the most 
controversy hi any market." 


Mr. Heggen declares "It is to the 
interest of all farmers and busi- 
men located within the Lincoln 
area to get behind the AAA milk 
license. It will bring into circula- 
tion 
approximately 
t5,000 
more 


each month, which will be spent 
In Lincoln and the surrounding 
territory." 


The m'lk code requires, the ad- 
ministrator points out. that each 
dairy pay the same price for but- 
terfat, according to the intended 
use of the milk. The statement ex- 
plains in detail how milk is divided 
into three classes as follows:

"unexpected and unintended con-

Other resolutions urged greater

NRA; endorsed a policy to give code 
authorities more power in fixing 
minimum wage£.*»and 
disapproved 
taxation which discriminated among 
types of businesses. 


One resolution said the chamber 


opposed compulsory legislation for 
unemployment reserves, and advissd 
code authorities to report within six 
months on a plan for their indus- 
tries individually. 


The chamber recommended that 


when the federal budget is pre- 
sented a "real" one in accord with 
actual expenditures be produced. 


Another resolution said railroals 
must be considered the central part 
of the nation's transpiration policy, 
and that the government should en- 
courage only voluntary consolida- 
tion. 


"Individual Rights." 


In a resolution 
entitled 
"indi- 


vidual rights," the chamber said 
"the rights which are guaranteed to 
American citizens, and which they 
cherish, should always assure them 
protection in their lawful occupa- 
tions and lawful enterprises 
from 


reliance upon the fallible judgment 
of persons in official positions." 
In a resolution on food and drug 


laws, the chamber said, "Any at- 
tempt by government authority to 
impose a censorship in any form 
upon advertising would be an inex- 
cusable Intrusion into private busi- 
ness affairs." 


The present emergency bank de- 


posit insurance law should be con- 
tinued on a temporary basis, the 
chamber resolved, calling the per* 
manent plan "unsound and destruc- 
tive."

Massachusetts Redeems 
Bonds Held By Nebraska 


$83,000 And Interest Paid Off; 


$200,000 Expected From 


Mississippi Soon. 


The state of Massachusetts has 


Just reduced its indebtedness to the 
state of Nebraska by $64,102.50, 
through the redemption of $63,000 
of its bonds which fell due May 1 
and the $1,102.50 of interest accrued 
upon them in the last 6 months at 
3% per cent. 
A draft for that 


amount from the treasurer of the 
Bay state has been received by State 
Treasurer Hall, and the canceled 
bonds are being returned to the 
former. 


These securities are part of an 
issue dating back 30 years, more Or 
less, the 
proceeds of which were 


used for state hospital and prison 
construction in Massachusetts. They 
have been in Nebraska's possession 
as investments of its school fund 
and other trust funds during prac- 
tically all that time, other Massa- 
chusetts bonds bought at differeit 
times more than a quarter of 
a 


century ago are still held in the 
Nebraska treasury in an amount of 
$800,000 or more. At one time this 
state owned about $1,400,000 of 
them, but various amounts have 
been paid off from time to time in 
the last 17 years as they fell due. 


The 
remaining 
obligations of 
Massachusetts will mature in differ- 
ent years from 1905 to 1945, and it 
is believed they will all be taken 
care of promptly on the due dates. 
State Treasurer Hall expects to 


collect $200,000, with acrued interest 
from the state of Mississippi on July 
1, when that amount of its bonds 
owned by the investment funds Of 
Nebraska will reach the end of their 
term. They also bear 3^4 per cent 


This money and 
that received 


from Massachusetts will be rein- 
vested in bonds of counties, munici- 
palities, school districts, and other 
local government subdivisions of 
Nebraska.

Dlllinger extermination squad got 
into harness again today. 


Forty decteives, specially chosen 


on their records for courage and 
criminal killing, reported to Capt. 
Daniel Gilbert to act 
under his 


orders in the single task of making 
Chicago unsafe for John Dlllinger, 
notorious Indiana bank robber, and 
his gang—or of killing them if they 
do appear here. 


Ten fast cars, each equipped with 


four bullet-proof vests, one machine 
gun, 
an automatic shotgun, tear gas 


bombs and other martial parapher- 
nalia, were assigned to the group. 
'I promise," Gilbert added, "that. 


if Dillinger is trapped in Chicago, he 
will not be taken back to a penal 
Institution in Indiana—or ui any 
other state."

Miss" Alford apparently died be- 


tween 2 and 3 o'clock this morning, 
County Attorney Addison stated. 


An inquest was being held this 


afternoon in his office. 


Considerable silk goods was stolen

He said he believed the 
young man killed the girl and then 
attempted suicide rather than face 
charges of robbery that were about 
to be filed. 


If the youth recovers, charges of 


first degree murder will probably 
be lodged against him, Addison 
stated.

He had a boyish spirit that pre- 


vailed no matter how solemn the 
occasion and he smiled his way 
through his enormous tasks in 
Washington. 


The national banking 
holiday 


prevailed from the hour he took of- 
fice. He worked at the job night 
and day. After a few hours sleep 
he was back at the white house 
each morning, always smiling and 
cheerful, talking over the next move 
with the president. 


There came a time when the 


name of Woodin was mentioned on 
lists obtained from J. P. Morgan & 
Co. as among those offered stocks 
at preferred prices. A demand went 
Up for his resignation. He went to 
the president and offered it. 
Mi. Roosevelt took him on rt 


cruise down the Potomac river over 
the week-end and made clear his 
resignation was not desired. But the 
then treasury secretary came back 
still insisting, lest he embarrass the 
president. 


Work Is Praised. 


When his health weakened. Mr. 


Woodin tried again to resign, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt wouldn't listen, say- 
ing Mr. Woodin had done "a grand 
job." 
The president granted him 


an indefinite leave of absence, hop- 
ing Mr. Woodin could return to the 
office. 


But Mr. Woodin's health did not 


improve sufficiently and he resigned 
January i. Henry Morgenthau, jr., 
acting treasury secretary, was sworn 
in as his successor. 


In his last hours Mr. Woodin 
talked 
frequently 
of 
President 


Roosevelt, whom he called "Gover- 
nor." 


"From what he said, he was ex-- 


tremely fond of the president," said 
Dr. Robert Buckley, one of the 
Woodin physicians. 


"He seemed to believe he was con- 
ferring with the president, saying: 
" 'Yes, Governor. No, Governor. 
I don't think so, Governor.' " 


After leaving the cabinet office, 


Vlr. Woodin went to Arizona for his 
health. 
He returned to New York 


on the Roosevelt administration's 
first birthday, full of praise for its 
acts. 


Points to Results. 


"The change has been wonderful 


when you recall that dreary, rainy 
March 4 a year ago, when Mr. 
Hoosevelt was inaugurated," Mr. 
Woodin sal dthen. "I do not care 
what anyone says, just let him look 
at the results. 
He has changed 


the psychology of the whole people, 
and the prospect is far brighter 
;han anyone could have believed 
last March." 


A hemorrhage sent Mr. Woodin to 
tha Manhattan Eye and Ear hospital 
April 2. He Improved somewhat, 
then took a turn for the worse. He 
'.apsed into unconsciousness yester- 
day afternoon and died at 5:15 p. 
m., eastern standard time. 


Mrs. Woodin and one daughter, 


Mrs. Mary Minor, were at the bed- 
side. Two other daughters. Mrs. O. 
F. Harvey of New York and Mrs. 
Wallace W. Rowe of Cincinnati, and 
a son, William H. Woodin. jr., who 
is in Arizona for his own health, 
survive. 


Funeral services will be held at 
the 
Fifth 
Avenue Presbyterian 
church at 4 p. m.. Saturday. Burial 
will be at Berwick, pa., the 
city 
of his youth. 
Dr. Jerome Wagner gave the cause 


of death as nephritis and uremia, 
following upon the throat infection.

All of theee he resigned when he 
became secretary of the treasury. 


Medicine was the career he wanted ' 


as a boy. but his father, Clemuel i 
Ricketts Woodin. wished his only i 
son to succeed him as head of the 
railroad equipment firm which the ' 
Woodin family had founded in 1835. | 
So young Woodin attended the 


Columbia university school of mines 
and then went to work in his 
father's plant at a wage of 90 cents 
a day. 


in 1929 the Berlin philharmonic

verdict of not guilty by reason of 
insanity was returned by a jury 
today in the case of Gerald W.

Casey's defense counsel blamed 


his mental condition on a wound 
allegedly

when he stopped an argument be- 
tween Casey and another man last 
Armistice day.
